“Corridor” and Danzig. What produced, or 
was engineered to produce, the present con- 
flict in Europe finds no counterpart in 
hostilities between Colombia and Venezuela. 

Not only is this friendly settlement of an 
age-long problem important in itself; it 
demonstrates the presence of the will to 
peace which in so many historic instances in 
the Old World has been conspicuous by its 
absence. It likewise lends emphasis to the 
growing belief in the practical application of 
the principles laid down by Pan-America as 
a whole in the memorable Tact of Havana. 
Small wonder the United States, as well as 
Canada, finds satisfaction in this latest 
manifestation of hemisphere solidarity at a 
time when unity of thought and democratic 
procedure are essential elements to stiffen 
resistance to the common enemy of brutal 
totalitarianism. It is fitting to salute Colom- 
bia and Venezuela as they furnish this latest 
good omen for the future of internal peace in 
the Americas.
